A Little Bit 


OF THIS AND THAT

When everything goes smoothly, it is easy to forget, isn’t it, just 
how fragile man is. 


With the successful return last week ofthe Apollo 13 crew, the world 
celebrated the home-coming of three very brave men. And Friday 
hadn’t come to a close before some news Commentators were suggest- 
ing that the manned lunar-exploration program be stopped. 


Since April 13, when an explosion rocked Apollo 13 while 200,000 
miles from earth, some have wondered if the risks of such manned 
flights can be justitied, 


And as Apollo 13 plunged through space toward the moon, Cmdr. 
James Lovell radioed to Houston after the explosion: ‘I’m afraid his 
is going to be the last moon mission for awhile, 


The comment was made in apparent anticipation of the soul-search- 
ing that follows a tragedy or a near miss. But there’s k paradox here, 
a strange inconsistency that makes no sense, 


A question needs to be answered: is the United States about to 
halt the manned space flights because of the physical risks involved? 
Or, is our nation suddenly questioning the value of these missions? 
The first question is naive because the manned-exploration program 
resumed after three Apollo | astronauts died in a fire three years 
ago at Cape Kennedy, So the relevant question is the second one; is 
the manned space program worth the physical risk? 


The adox is that this soul-searching isn’t being applied to the 
war in Vietnam. In terms of lives and injuries and money, the conflict 
in Asia has been far more expensive, 


With three deaths in January of 1967, NASA learned that an atmo- 
sphere of pure oxygen isn’t safe in a space capsule. 


With lunar samples brought back by the crews of Apollo ll and 2 
last year, scientists are learning more about the moon, 


But, with thousands of Gis already killed in Vietnam, and with 
reports of actions by the Saigon government [to indicate that--other 
than its “‘anti-communist” flavor--it is no better, really, than Hanoi, 
where is the justification for continued participation in the war? 


After nine years, we have learned only that we don’t know what we 
want in Vietnam. We should be--and are--proud of our servicemen 
over there, And we must be ashamed of ourseives for not being able 
to tell the GIs how to complete their mission, 


Until we decide what our Vietnam mission is, let’s do for our 
servicemen in Asia what we did for Commander Lovell, Fred Haise 
and John Swigert. 


Let’s bring them home.

There is a great need to ex- 
pand the unique program of the 
dental center, but financial re- 
sourses are a limiting factor, 
Plans are laid to provide tooth- 
brushes and an educational pro- 
gram at head~start centers in the 
area, 

Dr, Albert Colebank, Ontario- 
Montclair School District, serves 
as educational chairman for San 
Antonio Community Hospital 
Dental Center, ‘‘The main thrust 
of the education program has been 
the 20 minute presentations given 
at second and third grade levels 
by Mrs, Herbert Boss, dental 
hygienist,”’ said Dr, Colebank in 
his introduction of Mrs, Boss, 

‘*Tacti’’ is the culprit’s name,

‘New’ 
housing 
for poor

The old house-raising 
technique of frontier days 
where the neighbors 
pitched in to get a new 
family started has been 
confined to history books 
until recently, Now it’s 
being used to help the 
poor into better housing. 

While reports of such 
projects, mostly experi- 
mental, come from vari- 
ous parts of the count 
one of the most notable 
and enduring is happen- 
ing right here in Cali- 
fornia, It’s Self Help En- 
terprises in our San Joa- 
quin Valley, 

Over 5,000 people in 
nearly 1,000 families are 
occupying new, modern 
houses a8 a result of its 
guidance and the families’ 
own sweat, Mostly, they 
are rural poor who other- 
wise would be in crowded, 
patched-together shacks, 

Self Help Enterprises 
or SHE as it is called in 
these days of initials, had 
its beginning in 1961 when 
the American Friends 
Service Committee tried 
the concept, patterning it 
after a Pennsylvania pro- 
ject during depression 
years, It guides groups of 
families to qualify for 
long - term, low - interest 
loans from the Farmers 
Home Administration, 
The loan is for a plot of 
ground and materials, 


Then SHE shows how 
each family can invest 
some 1200 hours of hard 
work into a house to be 
comfortable in and proud 
of, But before they can 
wrestle their own two-by- 
fours, SHE helps them 
with months of counseling 
with bankers, county 
planners, architects, con- 
tractors, and skilled buil- 
ders, They go over the 
Obligations of home 
ownership, how to pick 
sites, ie requirements 
work techniques, 
schedules, 


Then they build their 
own homes; they average 
12 families to a group, 
Houses are usually three 
or four bedroom, 960 to 
1200 square feet, costing 
$40 a month plus taxes 
and insurance. 


In January, 1970, aSHE 
pro tried'a refinement 
of the technique in Visalia 
where SHE is headquart- 
ered at 220 South Bridge 
Street, They included a 
house shell made of fac- 
tory-built wall panels pur 
together on the site by one 
family in an 11-family 
project, 


This was also the first 
SHE project inside a ma- 
jor city. Such projects 
should now be possible, 
involving factory-built 
units, under new legisla- 
tion that went into effect

problems of 
environment 


While everyone ia talk- 
ing about environmental 
problems, a amall group 
of professors at Cali- 
fornia State Polytechnic 
College, Kellogg ~Voor- 
his, Pomona is actively 
doing something about 
them, 

The group, represent~ 
ing both science and hu- 
manities, is laying the 
foundation of a new cur- 
riculum designed to pro- 
duce graduates who can 
cope with environmental 
problems-~pollution, ov- 
er population, etc,-~with 
as broad a perspective 
as possible, 

The first step toward 
such a curriculum is the 
“Man and Environment” 
course currently being 
offered to junior and se~- 
nior Cal Poly atudents, 

Using a multidiscipli- 
nary approach, the course 
exposes students to en- 
vironmental problems in 
particular, and the broad- 
er relationship of man 
and environment in gen- 
eral, through the eyes 
of the biologist, pbysi~ 
cal scientist, geographer, 
environmental des r, 
historian and philoso- 
pher, 

A survey of the lecture 
achedule, shows the scope 
of the course, Some of 
the topics are Natural 
Environment vs, Man- 
Made, Balance of Nature, 
Pollution, Population, 
Religion and Philosophi- 
cal Aspects of Environ- 
ment, and Heritage, At- 
titude and Environment, 

In addition to the lec- 
ures and discussions, 
students are also involved 
in practical projects such 
as preparing a book of 
current readings on en- 
vironmental subjects, de- 
vel a handbook of 
con g sources and 
resources available in 
the solution of environ- 
mental problema, and co- 
ordinating with communi- 
ty groups to provide col- 
lege speakers on environ- 
ment subjects, 

Dr, Mel Stanley, asso~- 
ciate professor of social 
aciences and one af the 
fa members who 
helpe: _ the course go- 
ing, believes such a cur- 
riculum is vital if cur- 
rent and future environ- 
mental problema are to 
be solved. 

The generalist, as he 
described the student, 
would know how to begin 
to attack an environment- 
al problem, He would 
know. which specialist to 
call on for advice, and 
would be able to eval- 
uate that person's ad- 
vice effectively, 

“The ald disciplines 
alone,” he said, “are no 
longer sufficient, There 
must be more communi- 
cation across discipline 
barriers and a new syn- 
thesis of courses to un- 
derstand man’s relation 
with his environment,” 

Stanley feels the gen- 
eralist would find ready 
employment at all levels 
of government and busi- 
ness in formulating s0- 
lutions to environmental 
problems, 

Nor, he believes, 
should this kind of train- 
ing be limited to the uni- 
versities and colleges, 

“We will need thou- 
sands of trained people in 
the next decade,” he said, 
“and inning train 
at the high school leve 
would not be too early.” 

Dr. Ronald Quinn, as- 


sistant professor of bio- 
logical sciences, who is 
also involved in the 
course, shares Stanley's 
opinions, 

“The world its headed 
for catastrophe,” he said, 
“World-wide famine can’t 
be avoided, nor the re- 
sulting polftical instabil - 
ity and anarchy.”

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Pitzer College shows off its own television studio 


CLAREMONT - 
Pitzer College held 0m 
house for ita new televi - 
sion estudio, April 16, Phil 
Cleveland, the studio’ s 
young director, showed 
up in all of his many hats, 

He is designer, carpen- 
ter, painter, producer, 
director, repairman, 
secretary and custodian 
of the three-room com - 
plex known as the Pitzer 
College television studio, 

In the carly part of 1968 
Cleveland, a graduate of 
Cal State, Los Angeles, 
with a degree in broad - 
casting, arrived on cam - 
pus, He held a first class 
PCC license, He was 
fresh out of the Coast 
Guard where he'd spent 
three and a half years in 
public relations, news, 
television and film work, 

At that time, Pitzer’ s 
television facilities were 
something of a myth, Ita 
few parts were yet in 
crates, The area allotted 
for the College's tele- 
vision aystem was in the 
basement of Scott Hall, 
not a particulary stirring 
ne 

wi hammer, nails, 
and a paintbrush, and with 
his own plans in hand, 
Cleveland began the awe - 
some task of physically 
creating a studio whe re 
now, he says, “‘in black 
and “white we can do any - 
thing that a big studio 
can do, It is inall senses 
a full-sized studio, though 
amall,’’ At the open 
house, he demonstrated 
ita many capabilities, 

With the help of a stu - 
dent, Cleveland built a 
television atudio which is 
draped in black felt and 
wa in discarded egg 
separators to absorb un - 
wanted nolsca, Three 
floor cameras dominate 
the room, 

The control room which 
he carpeted from rem - 
nanta acavenged from a 
remodeling of the reai- 
dential halls, features a 
throne~-like platform 
oe a control pan - 
el, 

It has a two-foot ele - 
vation off the main floor, 
and from the panel, 
Cleveland has a clear 
view of the studio, the nine 
monitors, and other 
equipment, A main fea ~ 
ture of the control booth 
is an Alma video switcher 
which enables him to se - 
lect between cameras, 
effect fades and cuts, 
create special offecta, 
and edit with electronic 
efficiency, ita $10,000 
cost represents a signif - 
icant percent of the total 
cost of the studio, ‘The 
set-up la designed to be 
fool-proof ~~ all delicate 
things are out of reach of 

oryin fingersa,”" 

third room houses 
an office anda work bench 
where Cleveland makes 
all necessary repairs on 
the electronic equipment ' 
and a “film island’ 
through which motion

Yurok indian Village near 
Stone Lagoon, state park 
property located on the 
Humboldt Coast between 
Patrick's Point and 
Prairie Creek Redwoods 
State Parka, 

“Thoughtless pot hun - 
tere and bottle gatherers 
and just om unthinking 
vigsitora have done con - 
siderable damage to the 
area and have removed 
many artifacts, resulting 
in substantial destruc - 
tion of this area,"’ 

Because of this, Mott 
said , we have loat part 
of the story of Taahpek, 
one of the more impor - 
tant Yurok Villages of 
the area, 

Similar problems have 
occurred throughout Cal - 
ifornia, Mott added, on 
State park property as 
well as on private pro - 
perty and other govern - 
ment-owned land, 

Anza-Borrego Desert 
State Park is another area 
where man valuable 
aites have Leon des - 
troyed, he said, and be~ 
cause of the huge size of 
the park, about 500,000 
acrea, it ie impossible 
to keep all areas under 
surveillance at all times, 

“Evidently, many peo - 

@ aren't aware of the 
awe protecting these 
historic sites, and if they 
are aware of them, they 
don’t understand the ser ~ 
ious consequences of 
their actiona, 

Mott explained that 
more than 99 percent of 
man's past ie prehistoric 
and the only way it can 
be interpreted is through 
scientific archeological 
investigations, The story 
that these areas can tell 
the archeologist depends 
on the area being com - 


pletely undisturbed, Dig- 

ng up the area, remov- 
ng itema, or even dis- 
turbing ther and moving 
them around in the area 
deastroya part of the story, 

“The culture of a pre - 
historic people is re- 
vealed through the inter - 
relationshipe of all the 
things found at a aite, 
including the soils and 
planta,’ 

He explained that flesh, 
cloth, wood, furs, and 
leather are preserved 
only in very unusual cir - 
cumstances, but they may 
leave a hole, an impres- 
sion or a ghoat image that 
can tell a story, Careless 


digging destroys § this 
story,

decorated at the bottom 


with bite of shell and held 
together with a bone pin 
may decay, and only the 
chal} ead the pin remain, 
Careful exploration and 
recording of their poai - 
tion will show their na- 
ture, otherwise they will

Archeology i# a branch 
of the science of anthro - 
pology concerned withthe 
reconstruction of past 
human life and culture, 
Mott said, 

‘What we are actually 
doing through archeolo - 
gical research Ia inveati - 
gating not pots, but peo - 
ple, and piecing together 
a story of their way of 
life,”’ 

For those Interested in 
archeology, Mott recom - 
mended contacting the 
nearest college, univers - 
ity, or museum, There ia 
a wealth of material 
available from libraries, 
he said, and there are 
many museums and parks 
such aa the State Indian 
Museum in Sacramento 
where Indian artifacts and 
culture can be observed, 

Mott explained that the 
Department maintains a 
statewide catalog of arch- 
eological aites and con- 
duct# excavationa in the 
atate Park when nec- 
essary, 

“There are several 
thousand cataloged arch -~ 
eological sitea in Calif- 
ornia, These must be 
preserved until we are 
able to examine them, 
Until these investigations 
can be made, we need the 
wholeheart support of 
everyone to preserve the 
sites in @ natural condi - 
tion,’

“Thus, we have thou- 
sands of persons flock- 
ing to California to jump 
on our welfare rolis and 
receive free tax money 
and free medical aid, In 
too many cases the wel- 
fare recipient receives a 
better medical care pro- 
ram and standard of liv- 

than some of our hard- 
pressed tax-paying citi- 
zens, This must stop!” 

Briggs pointed out that 

California's fiscal prob- 
lems stem primarily 
from the high sum spent 
on education, health and 
welfare, “These three 
programs comprise 82 
per cent of ea 
fund budget of C 

and their annual budget 
increases consistently 
exceed the growth rate 
of this state’s tax reve- 
nue,” he said, 

“When we establish ex- 

penditure priorities for 
available state revenues, 


it is clear that education 
is more important than 
state programs of health 
and welfare,” the Assem- 
blyman sa *I believe 
that equal educational op- 
portunity for all children 
is a more important fac- 
tor in breaking the cycle 
of poverty than continua- 
tion of high-cost, inef - 
fective government pro- 
grams which encourage | 
a upon the dole,” 

My resolution would 
provide that all necessa-
